IS ROGERS IN SHAPE 


TO GIVE TESTIMONY? 


Beputy Sheriff Saw Standard Oil Mag- 


nate Walking About As If in Good 


Health, But Another Witness Declares 


He Can Speak With Difficulty. 


BOSTON, Sept. 16—That Henry H. 


Rogers is in a very weak physical con- 
dition and that his face is' distorted and 
his speech is weak: that his left side is 
not in its normal state and that he is 
unable to transact any business or even 
discuss ordinary alTnirs, wa's t>e sub- 
stance of testimony given by Mf. Rogers' 
son-in-law. Urban H. Broughton in the 
iiiprcme court this afternoon. 


II. H. Rogers, Jr., 
corroborated 
Mr. 


Broughton's statements and testified that 
his father had signed but three checks 
and a power of attorney to open vault, 
since July 22. His condition, Mr. Rog- 
ers, Jr., said, has shown some slight im- 
provement in the. past few weeks. 


Mr. Broughton also testified that re- 


cently Mr. Kogers had told him to take 
up the business where he had left it as 
he, Kogers, was "about done." 


After hearing this testimony, 
Judge 


Hammond denied the motion to bring 
II. H. Kogers into court for the purpose 
of showing that he was capable of testi- 
fying in the suit brought against him. 


BOSTON, Mass., Sept. IB.—There -was 


considerable conflicting testimony today 
in the Massachusetts supreme court as to 
the condition of Henry H. 'Rogers, of the 
Standard Oil company, when counsel for 
0. M. Raymond of Somerville, who is 
suing Mr. "Rogers for $50,000,000 for cer- 
tain petroleum royalties, sought to prove, 
that Mr. Rogers was nnuble to appear 
ih court in spite of the objections of his 
counsel.

Rogers' counsel last week told the court 
that they had not been able to prepare 
the case owing to the illness of their 
client aud a- New Bedford physician tes- 
tified at that time that Mr. Rogers was 
too ill to attend the.trial. Judge Ham- 


iond then postponed the case, but today 


lie -agreed to hear testimony regarding 
Mr. Rogers' condition. Deputy

'Walling of New Bedford, testified that 
lie saw Mr. Rogers in the First, National 
bank at New Bedford last week talking 
with President Walter I'. Winsor and 
Rufus A. Soule, and that later Mr. Rog- 
ers walked down the street, apparently 
in .good health. 


Out of Business Life.

talked with Mr. Rogers last week, but 
said that the latter spoke with difficulty 
and that his physical condition apparent- 
ly was not as good as it had been earlier 
in the summer. He knew of no business 
which Mr. Rogers had contracted during 
the past two months.

Life," that there are, in general-, two 
ways of bringing up a child. The one is 
in training him for ourselves; the other 
is training him for himself. In the for- 
mer, the predominant factor is environ- 
ment; in the latter, individuality. 


Individuality Entirely Lost. 


"When a child is trained for his par- 


ents, this life U reduced to a system," 
said Dr. Robinson. ''He is retired of 
responsibility from his birth to his ma- 
jority. Parents decide all questions for 
himJ-his studies, companiorus-ttnd tnstc^ 
If he wanders from-'the beaten path, jfa 
ii brought back with ceremony and drii»r 
tic corrections that leave their impress 
on his soul—and- his hide! 
His mother 


selects his clothes; his father his relig- 
ion. His mother gives him advice as she 
would a bolus; his father sees that lie 


, swallows it without blinking. 
As the 


i child grows older, the mother's solicitude 
becomes fussy. 
She 
imagines 
things. 


The father on the other hand, delivers 
his commonplaces more and more impres- 
sively, which, in time, the son delivers as 
his own. Finally he marries the object, 
of his parent's choice, and goes out into 
the world wrapped in their individuality, 
thinking their thoughts, 
seeing 
with 


their eyes, hearing with their 
ears—a 


very prig of a man with all native init- 
iative crushed out of him, 


Slave of Easy Environment. 


"The other way of bringing np a child 


is to train him for himself. 
From the 


cradle, he is surrounded by adoring'rela- 
tives. 
Father and mother, grandfathers 


and grandmothers hang over him solicit- 
ously lest he should want something he 
does not get. He is to have no restrie.- 
tions on the free play of his individual- 
ity. As he grows older, his parents be- 
come more impressed with his remarka- 
ble characteristics. 
His mother 
never 


tires of telling him to be^ polite. 
The 


father button-holes his 
long 
suffering 


friends and expatiates upon the remark- 
able cleverness of the child, while they 
silentlv wonder from whence the child 
derives it all. and their belief in the doc- 
trine of heredity receives its deathblow. 


"So much adulation makes the child 


imperious, passionate, 
wilful, 
insolent. 


Little by little he loses affection for 1m 
parents, and as his father and mother 
have gratified his desires, he begins to 
gratify them himself. He too, steps over 
the threshold of manhood with his'phi 1- 
osophy of self-indulgence—a 
fostering 


:iore on the body social." 


Neurasthenic Parents 
Harmful. 


"Training a child is not an easy thing. 


It is right down hard work. It requires 
method and personality. 
The tendency 


of the neurasthenic is to follow the lines 
of least resistance. A worried father or 
a nerve racked mother is not able, nor fit 
to enter strongly nor 
sympathetically 


the likes of children. 


"By the time the child is 10 or 
12 


vcavs of age, thqse neurasthenic Ameri- 
can parents wonder what ails the child. 
They decide to change schools and they 
consult the man of books. 
They begin 


by telling him always that their child in 
different, and emphasize two characteris- 
tics. The first is, that he is extremely 
sensitive. This usually means that the 
child has a- strong objection to reproof. 
The second is that ho can be led, but he 
can't be driven. 
This is an indication 


that the parent has not been .able to 
govern the child, suve through the coax- 
ing process. 
The failure of the former 


school is charged to teachers' failure to 
interest him." 


Dr. Robinson closed his address with 


nn impressive plea to parents to educate 
their children for two grand purposes—

"Our denomination is to mother this 


young college, and the local church is 
to be one particular church interested 
in its growth, work and life. 
Your pas- 


tor has been called to such a field at 
Ashland, where Northland College opens 
on Sept. 18th. and it is desired that the 
new pastor be on the ground as near 
the opening of the College as possible.

tion, your pastor offers his resignation

bronze caskets which have been made by 
local concern at a, considerable cost. The 
new cnskets are of an enduring character 
nnd are among the finest ever construc- 
ted, and will be hermetically sealed. 


Dedication September 30. 


It is now assured that the handsome 


McKinley monument erected here will 
be dedicated on the date set, Septem- 
ber 30., and that President Roosevelt 
will .deliver an address on the occieion. 
For a. time it was thought thnt a post- 
ponement wouId-be'nViccssarr, oiviri.e to 
the damage, by fire «f the mwble work, 
but the citizen's committee jww hns the 
assurance of ths contractors thnt the fi- 
nal touches will be put on the monu- 
ment before the scheduled dat# for the 
dedication. A fund of $10,000 has been 
raised to entertain President 
Roosevelt 


nnd other distinguished guests of the 
city during their stay in Canton. 


While several McKinley monummts 


have already been erected or projected,

PRESIDENT WANTS MILK DATA. 


Gives • Orders to. Run Down Stories of 


Their Suppression. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—President 


Roosevelt has taken a hand in the inves- 
tigation of the contaminated milk supply 
of the country. He has instructed Sur- 
geon 
General Wrman 
of the 
public 


health service to run down certain stor- 
ies that physicians and municipal au- 
thorities in some of thc large cities have 
systematically 
covered up information 


about epidemics caused by impure milk. 
The president has been informed that 
many oases of typhoid, diphtheria and 
scarlet fever which have been spread 
through communities by diseased milk 
have nrver been reported. Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman said today that his depart- 
ment proposed to ascertain the truth of 
these reports under instructions received 
from the president. 
A circular is being 


prepared setting forth the president's 
wishes and asking for specific informa- 
tion in regard to cases of disease spread 
by milk. The latter, which will be sent 
to all state, county and municipal boards 
of health, will say: 


•'At the direction of the secretary of 


the treasury and tho president it is de- 
sired to make a compilation of all au- 
thentic cases in which disease has been 
spread by milk. This will include cases 
where milk lias 
been 
thc undoubted 


means of carrying an infectious disease 
to one or more persons. Whereas, in the 
light of present knowledge, the greatest, 
interest centers in cases of typhoid fev- 
er, diphtheria and scarlet fever spread 
by this means, yet the report of other 
diseases carried in this way is also desir- 
ed. It is believed that although many 
epidemics caused by uiilk have been re- 
ported in the printed reports of boards 
of health and in the medical journals, a 
greater number known to medical men 
have not been so reported." 


Gen. Wyman asks that this informa- 


tion be reported to him promptly.

of South Africa. Brazil and Paraguay 
reporting. But there is an ample suffi- 
ciency of returns to indicate that while 
the total wheat yield is somewhat less 
than last year, there is no apprehension 
whatever iis to any famine. 
Our own 


countrv will not be able to reach thr 
available surplus it has in former good 
Crop years, but there will be undoubted- 
ly BUfficient to respond to any reason- 
able calls that may be made upon us. 


There is also a shortage in the other 


grains but nothing in the least alarm- 
ing. We shall have an abundance for 
our own needs and if foreigners want 
any of our surplus we shall be able to 
supply them at the going market prices 
which, considering the deficiency, will av- 
erage higher in price. 


THEIR FADING RANKS 


The statement is made there may nev- 


er be another grand reunion of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and that this pres- 
ent forty-first reunion at Saratoga may 
be the last. Better informed old sol- 
diers think that while it may possibly 
be the last great parade of the n^eing 
veterans, it will not be the last nation- 
al convention. 


Not all the old veterans are attached 


to the Grand Army by any means. But 
it is thought that however by fur the 
largest number of active men who fought 
and risked their lives that their country 
be kept united as one great union of 
states, are in this noble organization. 
The rolls given 202,000 as the Grand 
Army membership while the department 
at Washington gives the number of sur- 
viving old soldiers at nearly 700.000. The 
greater majority of these are most like- 
ly unable to become active members of

Old veterans who 
lie under the green, surviving the perils 
of the field came home to die. brought with 
them in their systems the seeds of dis- 
ease and bearing the ravages of wounds 
received in battle. Venr by year the 
rnnkf of the living thin away and the 
muster rolls of tho Grand Army dwindle, 
with the number of mounds in gur cem- 
eteries beneath which rest the mortal 
remains of our heroes, increasing. To 
these men the nation once a year on Dec- 
oration or Memorial day bestow upon 
the graves of the veterans floral remem- 
brances, and eloquent addresses are de- 
livered by orators impressing upon the 
men and women of today the atories of 
the brave deeds performed and the terri- 
ble sufferings endured—all that a coun- 
try should not die at the hands of trea- 
son, thnt it should survive, and among 
the galaxy of nations, be tho peer of 
them"all. 


Ths ranks grow scantier year by year.

Late investigations made into the coal 


supply would indicate previous figures 
have been in error as being too low. One 
of the Washington departments gives 
out the information that since the coal 
is now mined with less waste than for- 
morly 
and the source 
*o 
materially 


greater, that the anthracite; may last us 
two hundred years yet, while the bitum- 
inous may last 4,000 years. Tho esti- 
mate of the soft or bituminous places the 
original stores at 2,200,000,000/100 short 
tons nnd of this has been used 4,625,000 
tons, but a fraction of one per cent of 
tho total. Th'is estimate allows for no 
increase of consumption and th^t the 
cheaply mined coal will all be mined 
within' 200 years. As to the anthracite 
the estimate makes the original supply 
at 19,500,000,000 long tons from which 
by 
1906 had been 
taken 
1,650,000,000 


tons. At the rate of an annual consump- 
tion of 05,000,000 tons the supply would 
last for ninety years. 


Another estimate places the anthra- 


cite supply in 1905 not mined at 5,073,- 
786,750 tons from which 600,000,000 tons 
have been taken, and upon this basis the 
supply would only continue for seventy 
years" The report says less waste oc- 
curs now both in mining and consump- 
tion and this saving may make up some 
for 
the increased 
consumption. 
Then 


follows the statement that a conserva- 
tive view places the duration of avail- 
able mining anthracite at one hundred 
and fifty years. This will not exhaust 
,'ither 
the 
anthracite 
or bituminous 


fields, but the cost of mining will be 
materially increased, and the difficulty 
of getting at the coal grows more and 
more pronounced. 


The needs for coal are likely to grow- 


less as the uses of electricity and of wat- 
er powers increase. Improvements 
are 


steadily 
being made in coal 
burning 


stoves and furnaces, and even with les- 
sening smoke output, there will be a 
saving made in the coal. There will b« 
less waste in the great central furnaces 
generating heat and power to countless 
steam engines and dynamos supplying 
millions of customers, for these can be 
supplied far cheaper than they can gen- 
erate their own 'pow»er and heat. This 
process is already in practice as shown in 
the number of consumers in many places 
obtaining their power from the central 
power houses supplying electric power, 
and it cannot be long before people are 
furnished heat, electric heat, at a cost in- 
ducing them to equip houses, stores, fac- 
tories for this purpose as electricity is 
now used for lighting, but the cost as 
yet debars from any general use. When 
this timo comes, and it is corning soon, 
the thousands of furnaces in residences 
and stores and buildings generally will 
be put out of commission. All around 
it is more probable the coal supply is to 
be largely ecked out by. more economy 
in mining tnd in stores ajid buildings 
generally will be put out of commission. 


The factors making for a lengthening 


out of the life of our coal fields are elec- 
tricity, the use of alcohol made possible 
by the process of denaturing, such being 
tax 
free, the increasing economy and 


efficiency in mining and the developing 
water powers. So thst considering the 
factors steadily tending to reduce the 
coal consumption rate and' increase the 
output with less waste, there is n. very 
strong probability that the demand will 
not vary materially from the present 
percentage of consumption, that in the 
rate of output will not exceed the rate 
of increase of population, and possibly 
may be even much lessened. The coal 
fields of the United States will show no 
diminution, for many generations 
to 


come. 


END TOE SCANDAL 


It is a scandalous condition of affairs 


that the government has not yet paid 
the funeral expenses of the lamented 
Garfield, who, killed by an assassin, pass- 
ed away in September, 1881, twenty-six 
years ago. The dmount is not large and 
is said to have occurred through the re- 
fusal of the undertaker to send in his 
bill receipted in advance without know- 
'ing how much the government would 
satisfy of his bill, whether for all or for 
a part. This undertaker is now deceas- 
ed himself and his heirs will make an- 
other effort to induce congress to order 
the 
bilh paid. Certainly congress 
can 


waive the treasury requirement and thus 
terminate a national scandal. 
It in not 


meet that a miserable little technical 
thing should protract tht time of pay- 
ment of a just obligation. 


The obligation was due and on such n 


distressing occasion, one does not haggle 
as at the time it is understood some 
treasury officials did. It has been the 
custom ever since the' country began « 
national existence for the government 
to pay such bills in full and without a 
murmur, and this particular occasion in 
the opinion of many people is one thai. 
requires the cutting by the presidential 
knife of the red tape knot, for there 
must be some higher power in existence 
than sonic nagging treasury official. Pay 
the bill justly owing for the Garfield no- 
sequies and spare the country further 
humiliation.

TAKE IN WHAT RIGHTFULLY 


BELONGS TO RACINE. 


GREAT GROWTH TO THE WEST 


Small School Now Near Cemetery, But 


Next Move in This Line Will be to 


Build a Structure at Twelfth Stieet 


and Washington Avenue. 


The time is close at hand when some 


move will be made either by the city or 
the town of Mt. Pleasniit to cause the 
.corporation' limits extended for at least 
a mile from the present ones. 
There is 


not a. city in the state which is in tho 
same condition as Kac-inc regarding tho 
limit lines. 
Superior lias miles of va- 


cant lanil within its boundary, with not 
a single house other than the 
farm- 


house* which here arc in the country. 
Superior claims to he the second city in 
the ,-tate as regards population anil it 
may be, but should Racine extend i'.s 
limits but two blocks south, west anJ 
north it would pass that city by sevr-al 
thousand. Kacine is now closely built as 
far as the west city limits and on bpth 
the north and south there are 
several 


hundred residents within two blocks of 
the limits. 


Great Growth West. 


The greatest, growth is being exper- 


ienced in the westward, there bring many 
solid blocks of residences outside of the 
limits. Take West Racine for example. 
Then- it will bo seen that there are 
at least ton solid blocks of residences and 
it is still growing. It is so close to the 
city limits and so woll provided with 
transportation facilities into 
the 
city 


tlint the residents are really a part und 
parcel of the city. 
While they have no 


electric lights on tho street corners and 
are not as well equipped with sewers as 
the citv houses two blocks away they are 
still fortunate in ir.any ways, and can 
really pny thnt they are residents of tho 
city. Thoy have their own school which 
will 
accommodate 
a largo number of 


children, and West Hacine is really a 
little city by itself and has about 
the 


population of Corliss. The same is true 
northwest of the city where tho growth 
has been steady but not fully as great 
as that of West Rncine.

of tho west limits of the city and in time 
will hui'c to accommodate the children in 
West Undue who nve now attending at 
the new school building erected !iy tho, 
residents of that suburb at a considera- 
ble expense.

State Dairy and Food Commissioner In- 


timates Action is to Be Taken Anent 


Milk Samples Examined. 


Pure and wholesome milk and cream 


are essentials to the health of the babies 
and 'in fact the entire human family. It 
will be remembered that less than' six 
weeks ago state inspectors came here and 
with the aid of the, police department, 
sei/ed nearly forty samples of milk and 
cream being sold by dairymen and ped- 
dlers in this city and country. Two of 
this number were arrested uud pleaded 
guilty to maintaining dirty cans 
and 


paid lines of $25 and costs. Others were 
hauled up and given a lecture and warn- 
ing. 
- All of the samples of milk were 


taken by the state chemist uud supposed 
to be given u thorough test. 


The dairymen aud peddlers have been 


anxiously awaiting a report of the chem- 
ist, but the work of analysis is slow and 
tlie slate always desires to be. sure of its 
ground before giving out the. per cent, 
etc., or bringing prosecutions for viola- 
tion of the laws. 


A letter from the department of the 


dairy and food commissioner of Madi- 


son, 
requesting a statement of what had 


been done, was received in this city from 
.1. Q. Emery, which reads as follows: 


"I am in receipt of yours of the 5th. 


The work and reports of my inspectors 
at Racine are not in such bhape that it is 
best to' furnish them for publication, as 
some prosecutions muy follow that in- 
spection." 


It might bo taken from the tone of the 


letter that some of the 
dairymen 
or 


peddlers will lie subject to prosecution. 


In Season. 


Baked Peaches—These arc an excellent 


relish to serve with a roast or fowl, or 
muy be uscil as dessert. 
For this pur- 


pose also large, lino pouches arc u desid- 
eratum. 
Peel with a fruit 
knife 
or 


plunge into boiling water for a moment, 
when the skins will rub olT us easily as 
the skin of a 
scalded 
tomato. 
J^ave 


whole, hut stick a couple of cloves in 
each pouch for flavor. Arrange in a rath- 
er deep baking dish, sprinkle with sugar 
and dot the tops of the pouches with 
bits of butter. 
Add a cupful of boiling 


water to the baking pan and sprinkle a 
few chopped nuts over the top if desir- 
ed, though they are not necessary und 
bake in a steady, moderate oven. They 
may be served cold or hot. 


Peach Cobbler.—For this purpose 
the 


richest mul ripest fruit is selected, usual- 
ly somi- variety of the 
yellow 
poach, 


.because of its superior richness. 
Butter 


a deep ein-thonware pudding dish. Lino 
the side* with good pastry, then fill the 
(iish with pooled poaches torn in halves 
instead uf cutting. Leave in enough pits 
to inipnrt flavor. 
Sweeten abundantly, 


thon cover with a rich layer of crust, 
sealing down so that none of the juices 
may escape. Bake in a hot oven about 
thn-e-quartcrs of an hour, covering with 
paper if there is danger of browning too 
rapidly. When nearly done draw to the 
oven door, dredge over with powdered 
sugar and set bnck to glaze. A real old- 
fashioned cook is a stickler for a few 
spoonfuls of brandy poured 
over 
the 


peaches before the top crust is put on, 
but the majority of folk find it quite 
delectable enough without any spirituous 
additions.

T*e old gentleman is 
making a strong effort to secure a pen- 
sion from the United States government, 
in payment for services which he rend- 
ered during the war of the rebellion. Cir-

of his old time friends, which give a his- 
tory of his life and a review of the work 
he did during the war. 


What Petitions Claim. 


Petitions have been received, addressed 


to the United States congress and wi'l be 
circulated throughout the city, for sig- 
natures of old timers who knew Mr. 
Sandford and others, urging that lie be 
allowed a pension in his declining years. 
The heading of the petition reads as fol- 
lows under the caption of "Adam Castle 
Sandford's petition to the United States 
congress:" 


Hon. William R. Ellis, M. C. from 2d 


Congressional District. Oregon, Washing- 
ton. D. C. Dear Sirs:—We have, read 
with much interest the petition of Mr. 
Adam Castle Sandford, asking congress 
to grant him a pension for his services to 
the union cansf during the civil \yar, 
Racine was our home during that period, 
and many of us assisted in the work of 
the Kacine. Soldiers' Aid society, the ex- 
ecutive committee of which were Mr». 
Judge Wording, Mrs. S. X. Ives, Mrs, 
Dr. Shepnrd, A. ("•. Hartshorn and Mr. 
Sandford, all of whom have passed away, 
except Mr. Sand ford, he beinj: the only 
one living who served upon this commit- 
tee.We have never been able to understand 
whv congress, which has always been so 
generous to the "boys in blue." has nev- 
er recognized the si-rvices of those who, 
disqualified for active diitj in the field, 
organized 
the 
Soldiero' Aid 
societies 


throughout the north and were ss nec- 
essary to the efficiency of the union forc- 
es as WHS tln> commissary department. 


As editor and publisher of the Racine 


Advocate lie was a powerful supporter 
of President Lincoln, and bitterly hated 
by tlie ''Copperheads" und "Knights of 
the (Joldvn Circle."

who wnt. not in the pay of the gov- 


ernmi-nt. who gave more time and ener- 
gy to the union cause than did Mr. Sand- 
ford.

lives in poverty in Portland, Oregon,

the ruins of cities near the coast which 
contained many evidences of a race hith- 
erto unknown to. present d«y scientists,

professor's 
researches extended 


along the Pacific coast, about 50 miles 
to the north and about the same dis- 
tance to the south of the equator. Some 
where between these point? and to a 
distance about one hundred miles inland, 
ho found evidences of a city of antiqui- 
ty. 
The city, he said, had streets lined 


wilh 
houses of singular construction. 


Though the dwelling had been made of 
light material, a sort of palmetto or 
thatch, they hud been constructed evi- 
dently with a view of withstanding the 
shocks of the frequent earthquakes of 
the region, and were intact. 


In them were found utensils for cook- 


ing and other domestic purposes, made 
of pottery, wood and the like. 
He said 


he believed the city had contained about 
3,00(1 or more people, SOO years ago. In 
his opinion, tho race was one of tho high- 
est in civilization living in America pre- 
vious to the coming of Columbus.

ATKENOSHA 


Sand Sucker H. A. Root Turns Turtle, 


Carrying Two Milwaukee Men to 


Their Death. 


OCCURRED WHILE VICTIMS SLEPT. 


August Miller and John Koddy Perished, 


and Only Prompt Work of the Life 
Saving Crew Rescued the Other Seven 
From Death. 


KEXOSHA, Sept. 10.—Two men were 


drowned and several others narrowly es- 
caped death today when the sand suck- 
er II. A. Root turned turtle in the har- 
bor nnd sank in twenty-six feet of wat- 
er. The dead are August 
Miller and 


John Koddy. both of .Milwaukee. 


The accident occurred while the crew- 


was asleep and but for the'prompt work 
of the life saving crew the other seven 
men on the boat would certainly have 
been drowned. The cause of the accident 
is unknown. A leak is supposed to have 
been the cause of the disaster, according 
to Capt. Mooney of Milwaukee. 


Men Were in Bunks. 


The sand sucker is said to be a total 


loss. It was worth probably $12,000, 
with no insurance. 


Gapt. Mooney had come into Kcnosba 


river from Milwaukee Monday and took 
on a load of saml. It was his plan to 
return to Milv.'aukee Tuesday morning 
and bo the boat put in at Kenosha. Most 
of the men went to bed early and Capt. 
Morncy walked about on the deck for n 
few minutes taking his last look to soe 
that everything was right. Mooney .said 
this morning that he had a presentiment 
last night that all was not well and 
wont to sloop unsatisfied. 


Tile first knowledge of the wreck came 


when the members of the crew w«ro 
awakened by a crash, a lurch of the boat 
and a rush of water. The lookout at the 
life saving station also hoard it and with- 
in .1 few minutes wa,s dragging Mooney 
through a porthole which the captain 
had found in the darkness. 


Caught Like Rats. 


Most of the men were locked like rats. 


in thoir berths and that any of '..lioai 
escaped is considered almost a miracle. 


(,'apt. Cameron of the life saving crew 


saw .Mooney with his head through the 
porthole anil chopped him out. Mooney 
was 
exhausted. "There's

there," In- said. When Camcrnii and his 
men rci'.cliod the other man they found 
.Miller dead. 


Awful. Fight for Life. 


Engineer Hunter had broken a port- 


hole on the same side of the vessel and 
was found exhausted, with his head 
hanging partly in the water. 


During this time Zubo and Koney 


were having a terrible tight for life. 


Saved By Dog. 


Zube, when he had recovered suffic- 


iently from the shock to talk, said his 
dog saved his life. He was awakened by 
the furious barking of the animal in the 
firemen's quarters. The place was dark 
and as Xubc slipped away from his berth 
he lauded in several feet of water. He 
tried to awakon Koney. He was sleep- 
ing too 
soundly, 
/iubo 
groped about 


in the darkness for a long time, hear- 
ing the shouts of the life savers above 
him. 
He reached the door of the cabin, 


but- it was locked. 
The dog found a 


window which JCltbo .-mashed open with 
his Hat. Then he was rescued. By that 
time Cameron's men readied the cabin 
anrl found Koney drowned.

was covered wifh bruises.

NEW BRIDGE'S CLOSE: 


CALL FROM ACCIDENT 


Steamer Pere Marquette of Barry Line 


in Attempting to Make a Landing, Col- 


lided With Piles and " Protection— 


• Structure Caugnc Delaying Traffic. 


The new bridge at Main street had 


a narrow' escape from serious injury 
Saturday night when the steamer 'Pere. 
Marquette No. 5 of the Barry .Transpqr-. 
tation company attempted to make a 
landing'at her, dock. She came in with 
considerable Speed and her -bow collid- 
ed with the bunch of piles at the west 
end of the dock. She. was then forced 
away from the hunch and collided with 
the protection along the east wall of 
the south approach,'skimming the string- 
er and finally breaking through it, at 
the north end. The speed of the boat 
did not seem to be much diminished 
even' then and'she just passed by thq 
bridge and swung -around so that her 
bow tore off a few fragments from the 
centerpier protection. 
There was sever- 


al holes punched' in the company's dock 
and the cement wall of the approach'was 
also slightly dpmaged. 


As a result of this damage the piles 


on the east side of the protection was 
thrown out of line so that the' bridge 
could not be turned to the east. 'Short- 
ly before noon a sailing'yacht signaled 
to pass through'the draw and the bridge 
was opened 'to the westward. It passed 
over the new piles driven by the 'St. 
Paul company for .its new dock, but 
when it'came back the gear caught on 
the top of one of them and stuck there: 
Several street cars, including one of the 
suburban cars were on the north side of 
the river and they were delayed for 
more than half an hour.
